Chisholm bows out 
of leadership race 

O Dartmouth-Cole Harbour MP won’t say who he’ll be supporting 
for federal NDP O Martin Singh the lone Nova Scotian left in race 



Robert Chisholm has pegged his 
lack of French as the reason he has 
exited the federal NDP leadership 
race. 

Although he’s been working 
with a tutor, Chisholm said he 
would not be fluent in French in 
time for the leadership vote in 
March. That is something he dis¬ 
covered was a non-negotiable qual- 
iflcation among party members. 

“What’s become apparent is that 
New Democrats feel that the next 
leader needs to be able to speak 
both official languages fluently,” 
the Dartmouth-Cole Harbour MP 
said at a press conference Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

“That kind of leaves me out.” 

Chisholm said when he threw 
his hat into the ring in late October, 
he was bringing experience to the 
table that he said other candidates 
do not have. 

“I had been a leader of a party, 
(and) I had been a leader of an oppo¬ 
sition. That’s incredibly important 
experience,” he told reporters at 
the Holiday Inn in Dartmouth. 

But his experience did not trump 
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The number of candidates 
who remain in the running 
to replace the late Jack Lay- 
ton as federal NDP leader. 

his lack of French, he said. 

Chisholm admitted the first 
national leadership debate earlier 
this month was a challenge. 


“That was tough for me. It was 
the first opportunity I had to speak 
any French publicly to anybody oth¬ 
er than my tutor.... But as tough as 
it was, that’s what you have to do 
if you’re committed to something,” 
he said. 

“But that still won’t make me 
bilingual by March 24.” 

He said he will continue to work 
on his French and “will be bilin¬ 
gual at some point.”

Eight Israeli citizens plead¬ 
ed guilty on Wednesday to 
working illegally in Hali¬ 
fax. 

Two more will appear 
in Halifax provincial court 
on Thursday morning. 

It started early Wednes¬ 
day morning as border 
services agents, assisted by 
police, searched a home 
on 1 Wedgewood Ave. in 
Clayton Park. Search war¬ 
rants were also issued for 
Scotia Square Mall, Park 
Lane Mall and Bedford 
Place Mall. 

The Israelis were work¬ 
ing at mall kiosks for 
Heat in a Click, selling gel 
heating pads to Christmas 
shoppers. 

Border agents escorted 
a number of people in 
handcuffs out of the 
house throughout the 
day. A few neighbours 
said they weren’t sur¬ 
prised. 

“I’ve been suspicious of 
that house for a while,” 
said one neighbour of the 
brown-and-white rental 
house on the corner of 
the street. 

He said there were al¬ 
ways lots of people hang¬ 
ing out and several cars 
parked there — day and 
night — with Quebec li¬ 
cence plates. 

Albert Price, manager 


of the criminal investiga¬ 
tions division for Canada 
Border Services Agency, 
said eight men and two 
women were arrested for 
working without authori¬ 
zation or employing for¬ 
eign nationals. 

“This is part of an on¬ 
going investigation into 


illegal work,” he told re¬ 
porters at a press confer¬ 
ence in Halifax on 
Wednesday. 

An investigation was 
launched after they re¬ 
ceived tips and informa¬ 
tion from sources. 

He said there were sim¬ 
ilar cases of Israelis work¬ 


ing illegally in Canada but 
that this many arrests are 
“significant” in this re¬ 
gion. 

Price said if the Israelis 
are found to be inadmissi¬ 
ble to Canada following 
court procedures, then 
they’ll be subject to de¬ 
portation.

Man charged in bar-fight death granted bail

A man cliarged witli tlie 
death of a 23-year-old man 
killed outside a downtown 
Halifax bar last weekend 
has been granted bail. 

Jason William White- 
head, 30, was charged Tues¬ 
day with manslaughter in 
the death of James Philip 
Mattatall. 

In a court appearance on 
Wednesday morning at Hal¬ 
ifax provincial court, 
Whitehead was released 
from custody after posting 
$5,000 in bail under several 
conditions. 

The tall Duncans Cove 
man held his black hoodie 
over his head as he walked 
in and out of the courtroom 
before a throng of media. 
He was also wearing sweat¬ 
pants and glasses. 

Inside the courtroom, 
Whitehead had no visible 
marks on his face. Mattatall 
was struck and hit the 
ground outside the Toothy 
Moose Cabaret on Argyle 
Street shortly before 3 a.m. 
on Saturday. He died later 
that day in the hospital. 


Funeral 



James Mattatall’s funeral 
is scheduled for Thursday 
at 1 p.m. at St. Andrew’s 
Presbyterian Church in 
Dartmouth. 

Soon after, police re¬ 
leased the image of a man 
taken from the bar’s sur¬ 
veillance cameras. 

On Monday at 2:12 p.m., 
Whitehead walked into po¬ 
lice headquarters and was 
later charged with 
manslaughter. 

Police won’t say if White- 
head was the man in the 
surveillance image, only 
that he was identified. In 
2005, Whitehead was sen¬ 
tenced to a conditional dis¬ 
charge and probation for 
theft and resisting arrest.

things, Henry said. 

Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil approved $4.3 million 
in oval funding for 2011- 
12 and $1.4 million for 
next year.

The Emera Oval is the 
largest outdoor, artificial¬ 
ly refrigerated ice surface 
east of Quebec City, with 
an ice surface equivalent 
to three NHL hockey 
rinks.

Bud Webster doesn’t ex¬ 
pect he’ll ever see the 
money convicted fraud¬ 
ster Lesa George owes 
him. 

“I’ll never see it, but I 
don’t care. It might make 
her pay attention when 
she gets out (of jail),” he 
said. 

Webster rented George 
a house in Bedford last 
spring, where she lived 
from April 15 until June 3, 
when she was arrested for 
fraud. 

George, 48, provided 
the first and second 
month’s rent, but the 10 
post-dated cheques she 
gave him bounced. She 
owes him about $2,700 
plus $1,400 for moving 
and storing her belong¬ 
ings. 

Webster said George 
dressed and spoke very 
professionally. 

“She said she had a fac¬ 
tory in Ottawa and she 
built eco-friendly homes 
and she worked in trou¬ 
bled areas like in New Or¬ 
leans,” he said. 

“I believed her. She 
looked good.” 

George has been found 
guilty of defrauding more 
than a dozen people — in¬ 
cluding friends — out of 
thousands of dollars in 
various schemes. In one, 
for example, she pretend-

ed she was a cancer 
surivor going through a 
divorce. 

She was given credit 
for more than six months 
served in remand and was 
sentenced Wednesday to 
25 months in a federal jail 
for 37 guilty pleas. 

There were originally 
136 charges, but many 
were withdrawn because 
they overlapped. 

George is also under 11 
restitution orders to pay 
back about $55,000 to the 
victims. 

“The reality is, if she 
behaves, she’ll do five and 
a half months and she’ll 
be out,” Webster said. “It’s 
a slap on the wrist really, 
but at least she won’t be 
out for Christmas.” 

Judge Michael Sherar 
said George was an actor 
who told people she was a 
successful business¬ 
woman or lawyer. 

“Ms. George, you 
brought yourself to this 
situation,” he said. “The 
lies build upon each other 
and now you’re here to¬ 
day.”

2 Cape Breton hospitals to receive upgrades

The province says it will 
spend nearly $1.1 million to 
upgrade medical equip¬ 
ment at two Cape Breton 
hospitals. 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald says the 
province will give $975,000 
toward a new CT scanner 
for the Cape Breton Region¬ 
al Hospital and $112,500 
for a new digital angiogra¬ 


phy unit at the Glace Bay 
Hospital. 

The new units will re¬ 
place older equipment that 
can no longer be repaired. 

The new CT scanner re¬ 
places a 12-year-old scanner 
at the Cape Breton Regional 
Hospital that could no 
longer be used, while the 
digital angiography unit 
will replace a 13-year-old 


analog machine. 

The new unit will be 
used to assess patients with 
macular degeneration, dia¬ 
betic retinopathy and other 
retinal diseases.

The co-chairman of a citi¬ 
zens’ group in Cape Bre¬ 
ton says they’re headed to 
court not only to block a 
proposal for an ex¬ 
ploratory drilling project 
but also to set a key legal 
precedent. 

Neal Livingston said 
Wednesday the Margaree 
Environmental Association 
has filed a court appeal to 
quash a permit that would 
allow Toronto-based 
Petroworth Resources Inc. 
to drill a conventional oil- 
and-gas test well near Lake 
Ainslie. 

If the group’s court 
challenge is successful, the 
ruling could be used by 
other communities to stop 
the oil-and-gas industry 
from drilling too close to 
homes and in ecologically 
sensitive areas, Livingston 
said in an interview 
Wednesday. 

“We’re going to court 
because it was absolutely 
inappropriate that the 
minister had given this au¬ 
thority (for drilling) so 
close to homes and water¬ 
courses,” he said. 

“In the absence of any 
proper guidelines being es¬ 
tablished by the province, 
we think that these per¬ 
mits should not be issued 
by the government.” 

Petroworth’s proposed 
well would sit about 600 
metres from Cape Breton’s 
largest freshwater lake, 
and only about 30 metres 
from a brook that is part 
of the Margaree River wa¬ 
tershed. 

The activists say seven 
homes are within a kilo¬ 
metre of the proposed 
well. Residents also say 
they are concerned about 
possible air pollution and 
increased truck traffic on 
rural roads. 

The appeal process 
should take about three 
months, during which the 
environmental group will 
be poised to file an injunc¬ 
tion should Petroworth 
start drilling, Livingston 
said.

After two and a half years of 
governing, Premier Darrell 
Dexter believes his govern¬ 
ment has more “partners” 
then “opponents.” 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro Halifax, Nova 
Scotia’s 27th premier said 
he thinks people have seen 
a value in working with the 
provincial government 
rather than criticizing it. 

“What we’ve seen is that,

better for them to co-oper¬ 
ate and to achieve the bene¬ 
fits associated with 
co-operation than simply to

Michelin and Clearwater, 
appeared before the legisla¬ 
ture’s law amendments 
committee to oppose the 
bill. If the government was 
committed to the legisla¬ 
tion, some presenters said, 
they should at least consid¬ 
er amendments to lessen 
the perceived blow. 

While the Progressive 
Conservatives opposed the 
legislation outright, the Lib¬ 
eral party suggested several 
amendments of their own. 

The bill passed with only 
minor tweaks. 

“Here 1 am, 1 listened to 
what the opposition had to 
say, and yet ... while Bill 
102 was going on. I’m at the 
Cunard Centre with 700 
business people, with Jim 
Irving and Rick Clarke on 
the stage, and we’re getting 
standing ovations,” said 
Dexter, referring at the end 
to the CEO of Irving Ship¬ 
building and then the presi¬ 
dent of the Nova Scotia 
Labour Federation. “So 
there seemed to me to be a 


disconnect between that 
notion that somehow we 
don’t get along with the 
business community.” 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment also faced criticism 
over a $50-million deal to 
save the Bowater Mersey 
plant and the reported 
2,000 jobs that hinge on the 
200-worker mill’s future. 

Dexter’s response was to 
put the deal, already signed, 
into legislation so the oppo¬ 
sition parties could express 
their position on the 
record. 

The message from Dex¬ 
ter’s office was clear: Oppo¬ 
sition parties either support 
the deal, which required 
veiy little legislative 
changes, or they oppose 
2,000 jobs in Queen’s Coun¬ 
ty. In fact, a recent postcard 
mailed to residents in the 
South Shore area said as 
much explicitly. 

Both instances signal a 
shift in the attitude at 
Province House as the NDP 
enters the second half of its 
mandate. 


Rumours of a possible 
2012 election have been 
swirhng since the summer. 

One could argue it would 
be timely for the govern¬ 
ment, after Irving Ship¬ 
building’s successful bid on 
the $25-billion shipbuilding 
contract — which the NDP 
successfully attached their 
name to. 

NDP backbenchers have 
been doing the rounds for 
the last month, holding 
funding announcements 
for the larger-than- 
expected 2012 capital budg¬ 
et. And throughout 2011, 
Dexter’s government has 
polled in majority territoiy. 

But Dexter said the plan 
is to stick to the 2009 plan, 
which set the government 
on a four-year path to bal¬ 
ance the budget. 

“We’re on (the) track 
that we laid out in our first 
few months of govern¬ 
ment,” he said. “Eveiy indi¬ 
cation that 1 have ... is that 
we are on track to do what 
we set out to do. And that 
means getting through an¬ 
other budget in the spring 
and looking out another 
year to the further budget 
and balance. So we’re going 
to continue on that track.” 

Still, over the last few 
months Dexter has seemed 
more willing to engage his 
opponents both inside and 
outside the House of Assem¬ 
bly. And that will hkely con¬ 
tinue through 2012 as the 
province inches closer to 
the polls.

Shechko, 24, said the 
activists were made to sit 
still on the bus for several 
hours, prevented from 
speaking or moving. 



“If we moved our heads 
or hands, they beat us,” 
Shechko said. 

They were left half- 
naked in a forest, where 
they eventually found 
help from area residents. 

Shechko claimed they 
were punished for a 
protest in Minsk in which 
they bared their breasts 
to bring attention to 
President Aleksander 
Lukashenko’s crackdown 
on the opposition.

“Occupy Winnipeg is 
pretty much done, in my 
opinion, unless we take 
immediate action to set up 
somewhere else,” Weay¬ 
mouth told Metro Win¬ 
nipeg as he surveyed the 


empty park. 

“Personally I’d like to 
see (a tent) go up tonight, 
even if it’s just one tent, 
just to defy these f—ers.” 

Wea 5 miouth said Mani¬ 
toba Conservation district 
supervisor Joe Johannes- 
son told him a hay bale 
fire last week was the final 
straw for the province.

I bought a beautiful pink 
leather jacket and somehow 
got a couple of ballpoint 
pen marks on it about an 
inch or two long. Do you 
know of any method to 
remove these marks? 

I’ve done some research on 
this and you do have a diffi¬ 
cult problem on your 
hands. 1 have two sugges¬ 
tions for you. 



But before you do any¬ 
thing, remember to please 
first check the suggested so¬ 
lution on an area that is not 
visible to ensure you do not 
damage the leather. 

1 have two options for 
you to tiy: 

1. Rub the ink mark with a 
soft cloth dampened with 
milk, then sponge it with 


warm water. 

2. Tiy dabbing a QrTip in 
rubbing alcohol then using 
the Q:Tip to slowly work on 
the ink mark. My only con¬ 
cern is that the alcohol may 
damage the colour of the 
leather. So definitely test 
this method first!

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Will Hay strike gold a second time? 


O Coach brings same energy, drive to Canada’s junior hockey squad that he did in leading team to title in 1995 



Asked to describe his coach 
in three words, Brendan 
Gallagher almost makes it. 

“Competitive, knowl¬ 
edgeable, competitive,” 
says Gallagher, then contin¬ 
ues. 

“He wants to win more 
than any other coach.” 

There is certainly a tire¬ 
lessness about Don Hay, 
who coaches Gallagher on 
both the Western Hockey 
League’s Vancouver Giants 
and the Canadian junior 
men’s hockey hockey team. 

During practice. Hay 
moves quickly, covers a lot 
of ice and continually 
bangs his stick on the ice. 
He reacts to his players’ suc¬ 
cesses or failures during 
drills with a gesture or a 
grimace. 


Seventeen years after 
coaching Canada to gold at 
the 1995 World Junior 
Championship in Red Deer, 
Alta., Hay is stepping be¬ 
hind Canada’s bench again 
with the 2012 edition of the 
team. 

Canada opens the World 
Junior Championship Sun¬ 
day in Edmonton versus 
Finland. 

Hay can join Brent Sut¬ 
ter, Craig Hartsburg and 
Teny Simpson as the only 
men to coach Canada to 
gold twice. 

Those men did it in back- 
to-back years. The long in¬ 
terval between Hay’s stints 
is by his own choosing. 

A successful junior coach 
with three Memorial Cup 
titles, as well as some NHL 


coaching experience. Hay 
would have been a leading 
candidate for the job in re¬ 
cent years if he’d thrown 
his hat into the ring. 

But Hay chose 2012, 
when the tournament re¬ 
turns to Alberta and the 


scene of his success in ’95. 

“Being in Canada first 
and foremost, 1 feel com¬ 
fortable coaching in Cana¬ 
da and in a North American 
rink,” Hay said. 

“1 still have a passion to 
coach and 1 really desired to 


coach Canada again. 1 
thought it was the right op¬ 
portunity. I’m not getting 
any younger.” 

He may not be, but Hay 
is a fit 57-year-old. He’s an 
avid runner who enters the 
Vancouver half-marathon 


eveiy year. Hay has also not 
tired of challenging 
teenage hockey players to 
become better. 

“He loves to see im¬ 
provements in his players 
and that 1 think, along with 
his conditioning, is why he 
always seems like he has 
energy,” says Ryan Huska, 
who is both Hay’s assistant 
coach on the Canadian 
team and a former player of 
Hay’s on the Kamloops 
Blazers. 

“He really does love 
teaching kids and young 
players,” Huska continued. 
“He likes to get them to 
progress and challenges 
them to move on to the 
next level and that’s what 
drives him.”
